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U. 5. COURT CANCELS 
STREET RY. LEASES 


‘Belt Line, 59th, 28th, and 29th 
;. Street Lines to be Dropped 


| by Receivers. 


‘FRANCHISES MAY LAPSE 


Owning Companies Long Dormant and 
No Equipment to Operate 
the Lines. 


In a lengthy decision handed down yes- 
terday, Judge Lacombe of the United 
‘States Circuit Court gave permission to 
Adrian H. Joline and Douglas Robinson, 
receivers of the New York City and Met- 
Tropolitan Street Railway Companies, to 
cancel the leases held’ by the two com- 
panies for the Central Park, North & 
Hast River Railroad, better known as the 
* Belt’? line, which includes the Fifty- 
ninth Street crosstown line and also the 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth Street 
crosstown lines. The reasons given by the 
receivers in their application was that 
the roads do not pay, 

Judge Lacombe suggests Juné 80 as the 
Gate for the cancellation, but says: “A 
proper regard must be had for the con- 
venience of the traveling public.’’ He also 
directs that the lines be turned over to 
the companies originally owning them. 
This means that they will have to cease, 
for the companies owning them have been 
dormant for many years, and have no 
cars, horses, or electric power plant with 
which to operate the lines. 

The cancellation of the leases stops the 
transfers with other lines and throws back 
on the Central Park, North and East 
River and the Twenty-eighth and Twen- 
ty-ninth Street companies old debts run- 
ning into millions, which the Metropoli- 
tan and the New York City Companies, 
ignoring the provisions of the leases, 
faileg to settle. The court’s order in all 
probability will result in the annulment 
of the franchises granted to the two 
crosstown lines. 

In his decision Judge Lacombe says that 
the mileage affetted consists of 7.433 
miles of single electric track and 12.3 
miles of single horse track, The lease 
was originally made to the Metropolitan 
Crosstown Company, and runs for the 
unexpired term of the charter, 100 years 
from June 5, 1860. 

The Metropolitan Crosstown Company 
Was subsequently consolidated, with other 
companies, intg/the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, and the leasehold is 
included with the other property leased 
from the latter company by the New 
York City Railway Company. The lessee 
of the Belt Line agreed to operate the 
road, to keep the properties in good con- 
dition and repair, to pay all taxes, and a 
rental which now amounts to $162,000 a 
year. 

On the subject of this rental, Judge La- 
combe says: 

“Under these circumstances, by pay- 
ment of the stipulated rental to the lessor 
company the receiver would evidently be 
‘serving the stockholders,’ as the Chair- 
man of the Public Service Commission 
aptly expresses it. He says the question 
as to whether this rental was excessive 
when originally agreed to is of no mo- 
ment, although, he adds, ‘ under the con- 
ditions to-day it is surely excessive for 
the lessees to pay.’ 

“Times have changed,” says the court, 
“and great changés like this, ghastly 
gometimes in their results to innocent 
individuals, are contingencies to which all 
investments in public service corpora- 
tions are peculiarly exposed.’’ The ques- 
tion as to the presence of “ water”’ in the 
capitalization of the lessor company, the 
court says, is not matertal, ‘ but even if 
there were ‘ water,’ certainly the receiv- 
ers of the New York City Rallway Com- 
pany have no power to pump it out, nor 
has this court; that is a matter which 
must be left for the consideration of 
State authorities and State Courts.”’ 

In remarking on the $60,000 lost each 
yea> through the running of the lines now 
cut off, Judge Lacombe says: 

“The important thing now Is to relieve 
the whole system of the constant drain 
upon it, entailed by the continuance of 
the present lease. Sixty thousand dollars 
@ year might be much better expended in 
improving the condition and service of 
the remaining lines." 

Judge Lacombe says it will be readily 
understood that there may be leases 
which it would be desirable to continue, 
even at a small loss, because part of the 
roads covered by them are essential to 
make connection between different parts 
of the system, but this is not the case in 
the present instance. 

“The receivers are, therefore,” contin- 

ues the decision, “instructed that the 
lease may be canceled, the leasehold (in- 
cluding not only the real estate, but also 
all personal property which can be identi- 
fied) returned to the lessor, and its fur- 
ther operation by these receivers discon- 
tinued. It would be desirable if this could 
be done by June 30, which ends the fiscal 
@nd railroad year, but a proper regard 
for the convenience of the traveling pub- 
lic precludes so speedy a disposition of 
this matter.” 
. He says that a stockholders’ meeting of 
the Belt line has been called for July 10 
to elect a new Board of Directors, and 
that common fairness requires that the 
company should not be called upon to 
act until its stockholders have had an 
opportunity to select a board solicitous to 
protect their interests. 

* Manifestly,” says Judge Lacombe, 
“it will take some little time for the 
management of the Belt line to equip it 
and to organize an operating force, and 
in order that there may be no falling off 
in the service during the interim the re- 
ceivers are authorized to make contracts 
with the company for temporary opera- 
tion, or for the rental of cars and power, 
provided such contracts do not expose the 
receivers to loss, and that lability for 
accidents shall not be imposed upon the 
receivers. 

*“* As to transfers, after the lease is can- 


celed and the road returned to its own- 
Sspeer'e Transfer act of 1885 will no 


r apply.” 
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SHOT STOPS A LAKE “PIRATE.” 


Revenue Cutter Captures a Mariner 
After Seven Days’ Chase.

CHICAGO, June 29.—An_ experience 


which recalls the story of piracy on the 
high seas, a seven days’ chase in which 
@ revenue cutter was the pursuer, a dash 
for the safety of a foreign port, interrupt- 
ed almost as it was reached by a shell 
which came crashing across the bow of 
his vessel—all these were parts of the 
charge against a prisoner arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner Foote 
to-day. 

“Dan” Seavey, a weather-beaten mar- 
iner of the lakes, and two sailors, it is 
alleged, stole the schooner Nellie Johnson 
at Montague, Mich,, on June 17. The 


Nellie Johnson was loaded with a cargo 
of lumber. The United States authorities 
were notified and the revenue cutter Tus- 
carora, with United States Deputy Mar- 
shal Currier on board, started in pursult. 
After a chase up and down Lake Michi- 
gan, Seavey abandoned the schooner at 
South Haven and went on board his own 
yacht, the Wanderer, in an endeavor to 
escape, The revenue cutter thereupon 
went on the trail of the Wanderer, and 
finally came up with it this morning, 

“Wanderer ahoy!” bellowed Capt. Mc- 
Cormick of thea Tuscacora through his 
speaking trumpet, and followed the hail 
by a fierce command to stop. 

Seavey only took another tack, Deputy 
Currier gave the order and a shot from 
the cutter’s forward gun went whizzing 
over the water past Seavey and his craft. 
That ended the chase. 


GUESTS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Roosevelt Discusses African Trip with 
Caspar Whitney and Dr. Shaw. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., June 29.—President 
Roosevelt entertained at luncheon to-day 
two close personal friends, Caspar Whit- 
ney and Dr. Albert Shaw, as well as Col. 
William L. Marshall, engineering officer 
in charge of the harbor improvements in 
New York Bay, and Sefior Manuel Calero 
of Mexico City and Mayor Maria Molina 
of Vera Cruz, who carried a verbal mes- 
sage of good-will from President Diaz to 
President Roosevelt. They were escorted 
to Sagamore Hill by Assistant Secretary 
of State Bacon. 

The Mexicans visited the Republican 
Convention in Chicago and told the Presi- 
dent how impressed they had been with 
the business-like manner in which the 
convention was conducted. They left here 
on the 2:40 o’clock train, bearing a verbal 
message from the President to President 
Diaz. Col. Marshall, who visited the 
President at his request to. talk over 
matters in connection with the engineer 
corps of the army, left with the other 
visitors, leaving Caspar Whitney and Dr. 
Shaw to discuss with the President 
throughout the afternoon his proposed 
hunting trip in Africa. 

The President said he wanted to get all 
the information procurable regarding the 
British and German possessions, In which 
he intends to hunt, He said that no defi- 
nite arrangements for the trip had been 
made yet and that it would be some 
time before any would be announced. 


ARRESTMAY CLEAR ROBBERIES 


Threatening Letter Demanding $1,000 
Leads to Capture of Youth.

WEST CHESTER, Penn., June 29.—Roy 
Matlack, a member of a prominent fam- 
ily, was arrested to-day by Chief of Po- 
lice Jefferis on the charge of robbing 
the home of Gongressman Thomas S§8. 
Butler a year ago, and stealing two re- 
volvers. The charge is a technical one 
only, and it is believed his arrest will 
clear up many of the recent mysterious 
burglaries here. Matlack admitted the 
Butler affair under pressure, and it is 
thought that he may tell more. 

At the time of the burglary and safe- 
blowing at the place of business of Dar- 
lington Prochers tw6 months ago, a note 
was found beneath the gafe, upon which 
was rudely drawn a sketch of a burglar 
at work, a skull and crossbones, revolver, 
and others things beneath the word 
‘“Beware”’ in large letters. The police 
say they have traced this to Matlack. 

The most recent escapade of the young 
man, according to the police, and the 
one which resulted in his arrest to-day, 
although the charge was not brought 
against him, was the mailing to Miss 
Nellie West of this place, a stenographer 
in Philadelphia and sister of a young 
woman friend of Matlack, a threatening 
letter, which is said to be almost identical 
as to sketches and other features with 
the one left in the place robbed. In the 
letter he demanded that the young wo- 
man, who is the possessor of some prop- 
erty, leave a package containing $1,000 
at a designated spot by a telegraph pole 
on a certain night, the penalty being 
death if she refused. The letter was give 
to the police, but the writer did not ap- 
pear for the package. 

Matlack was making arrangements for 
a trip to Europe and was to have sailed 
in a few weeks. 


ARRESTED ON FRAUD CHARGE. 


Organizers of Central Life Securities 
Company May Be Indicted. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—B. F. Rhodus, Ed- 
ward F. Rhodus, and Thomas Rhodus, 
organizers of the Central Life Securities 
Company and half a dozen subsidiary 
concerns, were arrested to-night, charged 
with using the mails in a scheme to de- 
fraud. The complaint upon which the 
warrants for their arrest was issued was 
made by William M. Ketcham, a United 
States Post Office Inspector. 

He charges the Rhodus brothers with a 
violation of Section 5,480 of the United 
States Statutes, and asserts that the let- 
ter used in the alleged scheme to defraud 
was received by O. M. Holliday, Melrose 
Park, Il. 

The defendants were at once arraigned 
on the charges, the hearing of which was 
postponed until July 9. A joint bond of 
$15,000 was filed and they were released. 

United States District Attorney Sims 
stated that the investigation of the Cen- 
tral Life Securities Company and its 
auxiliaries would probably be prolonged 
for several days. Five witnesses were 
heard by = Grand Jury this afternoon. 


Herman Ansbach, proprietor of a 
department yon at Neenah, Wis., told 
the jurors that he had bought several 
thousand shares of the stock of the cor-

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BISHOP POTTER KEPT 
ALIVE WITH OXYGEN 


Prostrated by the Heat at Coop- 
erstown, Where He Went to 
Recover from Liver Trouble. 


DOCTORS FIGHT TO SAVE HIM 


Bishop Broke Down from Overwork 
and Was Unable to Attend Dr. 
Morgan Dix’s Funeral.

COOPERSTOWN, N. Y., June 29.— 
Bishop Potter is very ill here at his 
wife’s place, Fernleigh. The Bishop came 
here on June 5 to recover from stomach 
and liver trouble which had prostrated 
him in N@&w York. The last few days’ 
heat had affected him, and, according 
to a statement issued by his physician 
this afternoon, his condition is critical. 
Dr. J. E. Janvrin of New York, Bishop 
Potter’s physician, authorized this state- 
ment: 

“Bishop Potter has been greatly pros- 
trated by the hot weather for several 
days, and his condition at the present 
time is very critical.”’ 

Late to-night it was sald his condition 
was such that oxygen was being admin- 
istered, 

Dr. Janvrin, who has been for several 
years the physician of the Clark family, 
had intended to spend the Summer here 
in a cottage, but owing to the Bishop's 
illness he came here several days earlier 
than he had planned. Alonzo Potter, the 
son of Bishop Potter, arrived from New 
York to-day. 

Bishop Potter came to Cooperstown fol- 
lowing his illness in New York. After a 
few days’ stay he was apparently much 
improved, and was able to be at his of- 
fice in the Clark Bstate’s Building every 
day. He also walked and drove frequent- 
ly. He was often seen sailing on Otsego 
Lake. A few days ago he said that he 
felt very well and that he hoped to re- 
cover fully. 


Diseussion of the arrangements for the 
funeral of Dr. Morgan Dix, rector of 
Trinity parish, who died on April 80 last, 
called public attention to Bishop Potter's 
iliness, as it was announced at that time 
that the Bishop would be unable to attend 
the funeral. He had been ill for some 
time, and had been obliged to give over 
tor the time participation in the affairs 
of the church, At the time of Dr. Dix’s 
death Bishop Potter had been confined to 
a room for a week in his house, 347 West 
Eighty-ninth Street. 

It was said that the original breakdown 
had been caused by overwork, and that 
stomach and liver troubles had there- 
after made his condition worse. On May 
1 Dr. Janvrin was quoted as saying: 

“IT cannot deny, however, that he is 
very ill. Dr. Potter worked too hard. 
He seemed to be tireless, but he found 
a week ago that the strain under which 
he had been working had proved to be 
too much for his strength. 

‘His breakdown is purely physical. 
Mentally he is the same capable man he 
always has been. His physical weakness 
was brought about by the tremendous 
amount of work he did. Trouble of the 
stomach and of the liver added to his 
burdens. I hope with all my heart that he 
will recover, but it is useless to deny that 
he is very ill.” 

At the time of Dr. Potter’s former Iill- 
ness Dr, Frederick Courtney, rector of 
St. James’s Church, and Bishop White- 


head of Pittsburg were called upon to 
do much of the work that had formerly 
been done by Bishop Potter. 


FALLS FROM: HIGH TRESTLE. 


Train Guard Plunges from Subway 
Tracks at 125th Street. 


Policeman Baer was riding uptown on 
the front platform of a Broadway car 
yesterday afternoon. At 125th Street he 
saw the body of a man drop off the Sub- 
way trestle, which is fifty feet above the 
ground at this point, and fall directly 
on the tracks in front of the car. The 
motorman pulled up with the wheels of 
the car almost upon the man, and Baer 
sprang off and picked him up. He was 
unconscious, but alive. 

Baer hailed an automobile belonging to 
the Health Department and driven by 
James Naylor, and put the injured man 
{n it, ordering Naylor to drive at full 
speed to the J. Hood Wright Hospital. 
Within ten minutes after his fall the man 
was on the operating table. Dr. Mco- 
Eveety found that he had a depressed 
fracture of the skull and severe internal 
injuries. There is very little hope that 
he will live. 

It was not until the man had been in 
the hospital for some hours that he re- 
gained consciousness for a moment and 
sald that he was James Finn, a Subway 
guard, living at 5837 Hooper Street, Brook- 
lyn. He lapsed into unconsciousness 
again before he could explain whether he 
had fallen from a train or from the 
structure, or how the accident had hap- 
pened. 


ALLEGHENY BANK MAY PAY. 


Hinted That Politicians Have Come to 
Failed Institution’s Rescue.

PITTSBURG, June 29.—Affairs regard- 
ing the Allegheny National Bank of 
Pittsburg, which recently failed for more 
than $2,000,000, and for which Cashier 
William Montgomery is now in jail, took 
a peculiar turn in court to-day when 
Attorneys for both bondsmen and the 
bank appeared and asked postponement 
of a case in which the bank was inter- 
ested, saying arrangements were just 
being completed whereby every cent of 
money would be paid back to the State, 
the city of Pittsburg, and the individual 
depositors. 

The courts had given judgment against 
bondsmen, and there was to have been 
argument for and against reopening to- 
day. This ‘by request was postponed to 
give those fixing the bank's affairs a 
chance. While it its printed here that 
Directors of the bank who have posed as

also hinted that Cashier ontgomery 
has forced his old political associates in 
Pennsylvania to come to the rescue under 
pain of expcsure.

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JULY 1 ‘RE-EMPLOYMENT DAY.’ 


Thousands to Resume Work After 
Long Business Depression.

CHICAGO, June 29.—July 1 has been 
termed ‘‘ Re-employment day,’ because 
thousands will resume work after an idle- 
ness of many weeks. The “ prosperity 
movement” is being backed by hundreds 
of big manufacturers, who realize that 
renewed prosperity is sweeping over the 
country after the financial depression of 
the Winter. 

Among the largest corporations to make 
July 1 a “re-employment day” is the 
Illinois Central Railroad. After an idle- 
ness of eight months 5,500 men will be put 
back to work Inthe Illinois Central shops. 

The heavy demand from manufacturers 
for steel has resulted in increasing the 
pay rolls of all the big steel companies 
of the country. For weeks the [Illinois 
Steel Company, with its enormous plant 
at South Chicago, has gradually increased 
its working force, until normal conditions 
have been resumed, Additional help also 
will be employed soon. The International 
Harvester Company has re-employed ll 
of its help, and many of the departments 
are working night and day shifts, 


RUSHING ORDERS FOR COAL. 


Production In the Pittsburg District 
Will Break the June Record. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, June 29.—Figures on coal 
production for June in the Pittsburg dis- 
tricot will break the record. With one 
day’s production yet to be added, promi- 
nent operators say the high mark has 
already been passed. 

Opening of the lake shipping season in 
the month's middle, instead of its having 
opened in May, as has been the case here- 
tofore, is said to have been responsible 
for the rush. In addition to this there 
are orders in for more lake coal, which 
will keep the mines running in full until 
the end of July at least. 

Railroads, too, expect to have an excel- 
lent month when their books for June 
are closed. The Ohio River Bridge Con- 
necting Railroad, whose business dropped 
to 10 per cent. when the financial depres- 
sion came, already shows a pull-up to 
within 15 per cent. of normal in June. 
This is the road which brings all coal 
across the Ohio River for the great lakes 
and the Northwest. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in the Pittsburg 
district now bid fair to show a return to 
prosperity. They will lack only 20 per 
cent. of last June’s totals, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that last June was the great- 
est June in history for the railroads. The 
Pennsylvania lines West to-day gave or- 
ders for 10,000 tons of ballast to be dis- 
tributed among one division. 

At Pottsville the Pine Knot Colliery of 
the Philadelphia & Reading Coal Com- 
pany, which ts the largest anthracite coal 
operation in the world, started up to-day 
in the presence of a large number of the 
company’s officials. The colliery will 
turn out 100 a day, or a total. of 
about 3,500 tons. 


TO ACCUSE WILSON POISONER. 


Police Say Doctor Attended a Member 
of the Suspect’s Family.

PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—‘‘ There is 
no question ir my mind it was polson 
that killed this man,” answered Coroner 
Jermon to-day, when asked whether Dr. 
W. S. Wadsworth had made any report 
to him of the result of the autopsy upon 
the body of Dr. W. H. Wilson, a well- 
known physician, who died after drinking 
a portion of a bottle of ale at his home 
last Friday. 

“Iam also satisfied that the poison was 
not self-administered,” the Coroner con- 
tinued. ‘* Beyond that I do not care to go. 

“The internal organs have been re- 
moved from the body and are now in the 
hands of the city chemist for analysis. I 
cannot say anything about any possible 
arrest. The whole matter will depend 
upon the doctor’s report... When that is 
made it will be time enough to find out 
where the bottle of ale came from which 
Dr, Wilson drank. I know positively that 
it did not come from a brewery, but ex- 
actly where it did come from is something 
my detectives are working to discover. 

“The question of possible motive may 
be an important element in this case. I 
have dismissed the idea of suicide.” 

The police officlais nave learned, they 
allege, that Dr. Wilson attended during a 


fatal illness a member of the family of a 
voung man who will be charged with be- 
ing the poisoner. 


PRIEST CHARGES DYNAMITING, 


Says the Chester Traction Company 
Caused All the Disturbance.

CHESTER, Penn., June 29.—The Rev. 
Joseph Timmens, assistant rector of St. 
Michael’s Catholic Church, who yester- 
day admonished his parishioners in a-ser- 
mon to continue their boycott against the 
Chester Traction Company, but to be law- 
abiding, renewed his declarations to-day. 

“The people,” he said. “are undergo- 
ing all manner of discomforts to show 
that they are in full sympathy with the 
men who have been unjustly dealt with. 

“For years the trolley people have con- 
trolled the politics of the city and have 
not lost opportunities to use boodle. The 
people in this case consider it time to rid 
themselves of this influence. I believe 
the traction people are responsible for 
dynamiting and other disturbances, al- 
though it was blamed on the striking men 
and their sympathizers." 


FOUR DROWN IN FLOOD. 


Houses Swept Away When Cloudburst 
Sends Kansas Creek Out of Its Banks. 


WELLINGTON, Kan., June 29.—Four 
persons are known to have been drowned 
and a number are missing as a result of 
the overflowing of Hargis Creek, east 
of this place, which was caused by a 
cloudburst north of here about 10 o’clock 
last night. The flood came without warn- 
ing and carried away houses and other 
buildings before the people could reach 
places of safety. 

The known drowned are: Mrs. Shirley 
Sherman, a young married woman; Mrs. 
Edward West, Mrs. Sherman, and a baby 
daughter of a Santa Fé engineer named 
Hurst. 

Numbers of persons floated away in 
their houses or on the roofs, many of 
them. seizing limbs of trees as their 
houses floated by, thus pulling them- 
selves to places of safety. Working all 
night, men and boys in canoes rescued 
many from tree tops and house tops,

TO TOWER ABOYE ALL 


Architects File Plans for New 
Equitable Life Building Here 
62 Stories High. 


1,059 FEET TO FLAGPOLE TIP 


Eiffel Tower the Only Structure High- 
er—Site at Broadway and Cedar, 
Nassau, and Pine Streets. 


If plans which were filed yesterday with 
Building Superintendent Murphy are ap- 
proved and permission to build is grant- 
ed, the towering Singer Building and the 
Metropolitan Life tower will be put in 
the shade by the projected new building, 
planned to stand on the block bounded by 
Broadway, Nassau, Pine, and Cedar 
Streets, the site of the present building 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society. 
The cost of the new building is estimated 
at $10,000,000, 

This new building is to be 909 feet above 
the curb, exclusive of the flagstaff, whioh 
will be 150 feet higher to its tip. D. H. 
Burnham & Co,, Chicago architects, acting 
for the Equitable Life, filed the plans 
which provide for a building sixty-two 
stories in height. 

With its 909 feet the new building will 
tower nearly 800 feet over the 612 feet 1 
inch of height of the Singer Building, and 
the Metropolitan’s 6387 feet 5 tnches will 
seem also to be comparatively stunted. 
The Washington Monument, only 555 feet 
5% inches in height, will measure scarcely 
more than half the height of this new 
skyscraper, and the famous Pyramid of 
Cheops, now only 451 feet high, will be 
actually less than half as high. 

Only one structure erected by man will 
exceed the new building tn height. That 
is the Eiffel tower at Paris, which towers 
984 feet above the ground, and if the 
flagpole of the new skyscraper be included 
in measuring its height, even the Hiffel 
tower will have to take second place, for 
from curb to flagpole tip there will be a 
stretch of 1,059 feet. 

The main building will be thirty-four 
stories, or 489 feet high, with a frontage 
of 167.1 feet on Broadway, 152.3 feet on 
Nassau Street, and 304.2 feet and 812.3 
feet respectively on Pine and Cedar 
Streets. Above the main building will be 
@ square tower of twenty-eight stories, 
capped with a cupola, the tower and cu- 
pola being 420 feet high. 

The facades are to be of brick and 
granite, with trimmings of terra cotta. 
The design will be the Renaissance type, 
presenting bays set between pilasters :f 
Corinthian and Doric pattern, the corners 
being offset with clustered columns. The 
bays will be elaborately decorated with 
carved work. The roof of the main buiid- 
ing will be finished with cupolas several 
stories high set around the base of the 
tower. The tower structure will be in 
two sections, one section extending from 
the thirty-fourth to the forty-ninth story. 
The main cupola will extend above this, 

The building is to be equipped with a 
group of thirty-eight passenger elevators 
built in two rows in a great elevator corri- 
dor finished in ornamental bronze. Hightot 
these elevators will run to the top of the 
tower extension. In addition to these, 
there will be several elevators exclusively 
for freight. 

The details of the building, 
architectural design, were submitted to 
Supt. Murphy in a series of fifty-eight 
drawings, and a large survey map accom- 
panied them to show the lot boundaries. 


BOYS SET “AD” FENCES AFIRE, 


Then Wait to be Wet Down by Fire- 
men’s Hose. 


There are two high advertising fences 
in Harlem which cost their owners about 
as much as they bring in rentals. They 
are at Ninety-ninth Street and Madison 
Avenue, and on 125th Street, near the 
police station. Each fence has a fire 
on an average of at least once in ten 
days. The fires so far have done about 
$25 or $50 damage each time, 

According to the police, the fires are 
started by youngsters who like to see the 
engines turn out and who, now that “‘ the 
water is fine,’ like to get wet down by 
the hose. Watch as they may, however, 
the police have never been able to catch 
the miscreants. Last night there was a 
fire under the fence in Ninety-ninth 
Street. 

According to the law of averages, that 
fence should be safe now for about a 
week, but police and firemen confidently 
expect a rum to the 125th Street fence 
within a day or two.

He says, “I will be a member of the 
Committee on Resolutions, representing: 
‘Colorado, and I for one will do every- 
thing in my power to have the suggestion 
of Bryan’s modified. A contest will surely 
come up the committee and perhaps 
on the floor of the convention if his sug- 
gestion is followed. The original sug- 
gestion made to the Republican Conven- 
tion at Chicago was a mild one com- 
pared with that which Mr. Bryan would 
have us swallow.”

YORYS AS CHAIRMAN 


Summons Him for a Confer- 
ence After Talk with an 
Ohio Delegation. 


HITCHGOCK IN WASHINGTON 


But He and Taft Do Not Meet—Grow- 
Ing Bellef That Neither He Nor 
Vorys Will Be Chosen. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—This was a 


day of conferences, mysterious meetings, 
and rumors, all with reference to the 
Chairmanship of the Republican Nationa] 
Committee. The sum total of all these 
conferences to-night is—nothing. At 
least, Secretary Taft, his brother, Charles 
P. Taft, and Frank H. Hitchcock so 
maintain. It is now generally believed, how- 
ever, that some man on whom the public 
gaze has not been centred will be se- 
lected. This selection may be made 


Wednesday, after Mr. Taft retires from 
the Cabinet. 

Shortly before the brothers separated a 
delegation from Ohio appeared in the in- 
terest of Arthur I. Vorys, Taft's Ohio 
campaign manager, who was elbowed 
aside by Mr. Hitchcock. The delegation 
consisted of State Auditor Gullbert, Wal- 
ter Brown, Chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee, and Henry 
Williams, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the State Committee. They 
urged upon Mr. Taft the selection of Mr. 
Vorys as Chairman of the National Com- 
mittee and pointed to the difficult work 
he had conducted successfully during the 
early stages of the pre-convention fight. 

Taft Sends to Vorys. 

At the close of the conference the Ohio 
delegation telegraphed to Vorys to meet 
the Secretary here on Wednesday. The 
telegram, it was carefully explained to- 
night, was dispatched on behalf of Mr. 


Taft. 

Frank H. Hitchcock arrived in town 
this morning, but did not call at the of- 
fice of the Secretary of War. Neither 
did Mr. Taft seek him at his hotel. The 
avoidance of each other was so pointed 
as to cause comment and considerable 
speculation, a 

When Secretary Taft was asked whether 
he had seen Mr. Hitchcock he seemed 
surprised. 

‘** No; is he in town?” he asked, smiling. 
When asked if he intended to confer with 
his former engineer of the convention 
“steam roller,” if Mr. Hitchcock’s ap- 
pearance at this time was not part of 
a pjan, and if the new arrival really was 
not to be named as Chairman of the 
committee, Mr. Taft cast off his smile. 

Won’t See Hitchcock Yet. 

**I have not seen Mr. Hitchcock,” he 
faid, decisively, ‘‘and shall not see him 
until Wednesday, when I become a pri- 
vate citizen.”’ 

Mr. Taft insisted strenuously that no 
Importance or significance could be at- 
tached to this statement. Mr. Hitchcock 
also let drop a significant reply to a 
question as to his appearance in Wash- 
ington at this time. 

“Have you come to consult Mr. Taft 
concerning the Chairmanship?"’ he was 
asked. 

“Not at all,” he replied, and referred to 
the fact that he had declined the proffer 
of the position on the ground of his 
health. “I'm in fine shape now, however, 
for all I lacked was sleep. I’ve had hours 
of that, and I’m feeling as fit as a fiddle.” 

During the day Mr. Taft also had a 
long conference with Postmaster Gen- 
eral Meyer.

There is an impression that neither Mr. 
Vorys nor Mr. Hitchcock will be chosen

| paign, If Mr. Vorys is chosen there will 
be much bad feeling engendered in the 
East and South, while if Hitchcock is 
selected the friends of Vorys in Ohio will 
make the political air resound with their 
cries of rage. 

For this reason it is believed that the 
matter will be settled by the selection of 
@ man who has not yet been prominently 
enough mentioned to cause an alignment 
of the factions against him, and for this 
reason will be acceptable to all. Post- 
master General Meyer fills the bill prop- 
erly, and Senator Long also has all the 
qualifications necessary to meet such re- 
quirements.

BROTHERHOOD CHIEF 
AIDS STANDARD OIL 


Official of Locomotive Engineers’ 
Order Says Trust’s Oil 
Is the Best. 


MAKES ENGINES GO FASTER 


Prosecutor Kellogg Offers a Few Let 
ters Deolaring the Excellence of 
Rival Company’s Product. 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers has been drawn indirectly into the 
Government’s sult against the Standard 
Oil Company, which seeks to dissolve the 
New Jersey corporation under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. Frederick A. Bur- 
gess, Assistant Grand Chief of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, was 
called to the witness stand before Special 
Bxaminer Franklin Ferriss, in the Cus- 
tom House, yesterday, when the hearings 
were resumed, to testify in the interests 
of the Galena-Signal Oil OGompany, a 
Standard subsidiary. 

Although Mr. Burgess did not appear in 
his official capacity, he testified to a lot 
of facts concerning the lubrication of the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad during 
the period when a big fight was un be- 
tween the Galena Company and the New 
York Lubricating Company, reg which 
was won by the Galena. MF. Burgess 
was employed by the Louisville & Nash- 
ville for twenty-two years as an engineer. 
He is said to be one of the best-posted 
practical railway mechanical experts in 
the country, and proved a strong witness 
for the Standard, 

Mr. Burgess told of the “ epidemic” of 
hot boxes on the Louisville & Nashville 
prior to the adoption of Galena Olls. He 
said that between 1903 and 1905 the road 
had had great difficulty with its lubrica- 
tion. 

“This was to a large measure eradicat- 
ed when we began to use Galena olfls,” 
said Mr. Burgess. He told of the pride 
which locomotive engineers take in get- 

{ting their engines in on time at the end 


| of the run. He said that as Chairman of 


the General Committee of the Engineers 
many complaints came to him from the 
engineers on the Louisville & Nashville 
that they could not get through their 
routes on time with the oil supplied by 
the company which then had the con- 
tract for lubricating.

Curtis got his information which might 
have led him to write such a letter,” said 
Mr. Burgess. 

There was another letter from BD. P. 
Houston, Purchasing Agent for the road, 
which has a good word to say for the 
New York oils. Mr. Kellogg thought it 
very strange that such letters could have 
been written if the engineers were kick- 
ing against the oils at the time.

Goes Back to Poughkeepsie Jail 
Pending Decision on Plea for 
Jury Trial on Sanity. 


DOWLING CALLS HIM INSANE! 


Declares He is Dangerous and Mattea- 
wan the Place for Him—His De- | 
cision Not Effective Yet. 


In a decision handed down yesterday 
Supreme Court Justice Dowling denied 
the application of Harry K. Thaw that 
the Justice modify his order committing 
Thaw to Matteawan. 

Justice Dowling declined to order the 
prisoner sent otherwhere for mental} 
treatment or observation, and in his de- 
Cision said that the affidavits offered by 
zounsel for the plaintiff set forth no rea- 
son for his being put in any other insti- 
tution. 

“Thaw, who had taken the life of an- 
other under circumstances evincing cun- 
ning, deliberation, and cowardice,”’ the 
Gecision reads, “was acquitted of re- 
sponsibility for his act on the ground of 
insanity at the time of its commission. 
The expert witnesses called on his behalf 
and testifying on a basis of a life history, 
beginnning with pre-natal conditions and 
extending down to a period after the 
killing, joined in declaring him insane, 
and the sole form of insanity testified to 
by any witness was maniac-depressive 
insanity, wherein the patient in his 
maniacal moods is Ifkely to commit as- 
sault or murder, and in his depressed 
moods is apt to commit suicide. Both of 
these periods have been observed in 
Thaw’'s case, according to the testimony 
in his trial. 

“These attacks are recurrent, but at 
periods which can only be determined by 
close observation. The safety of the 
community, as well as his own, demands 
that Thaw be kept under scientific ob- 
servation and restriction until the’ exact 


Mature of his mental malady and the 
treatment required can be ascertained. 
“The sole objections to his present 
eve of commitment appear to be that he 
as no special privileges allowed him and 
that the authorities of the institution 
deem him insane. What is apparently de- 
sired is that he be sent to some institu- 
tion where he will be deemed sane, will 
have special privileges, and be guarded by 
men of his own hiring. 
“This man is a dangerously insane 
rson who is not to be punished, but to 
kept under proper restraint that he 
may injure neither himself nor any one 
else. If, after sufficient observation, it 
is proper to remove him to some other in- 
stitution, the State authorities can so di- 


rect.” 
Jerome Fights Jury Sanity Test. 


While this blow to the hopes of the 
slayer of Stanford White was being en- 
tered on the court records in this city, 
Col. Franklin Bartlett, Thaw’s lawyer, 
was asking Justice Mills, in the Supreme | 
Court at White Plains, to give Thaw a 
jury hearing on the question of his sanity. 


Col. Bartlett pleaded at length that his 
client’s health would be endangered and 
his mind, perhaps, injured by confinement 
among the criminal insane at Matteawan. 

*““We are ready to have our client put 
either in the jail of Westchester or in the 
ail of Dutchess County,” said Col. Bart- 
ett. “He would rather go back to the 
Tombs than to Matteawan. He would 
rather go into any form of imprisonment 
than to. face that place, which is a heil 
to ‘him.”’ 

District Attorney Jerome opposed the 
plea for a jury test of Thaw’s sanity. He 
pointed out that Thaw had been adjudged 
a lunatic; that he had killed White, and 
that he sought only a chance to get to a 
place from which he could make his es- 
cape and get beyond the jurisdiction of 
the State courts. 

“The place for him is Matteawan,”’ 
said Mr. Jerome. “ He will receive good 
treatment there and wiil be well guarded. 
He will have no chance to escape. The 
Sheriff of Dutchess County wants him 4 
longer, and the Sheriff of Westchester 
does not want him. There is no other 
asylum where he will be so wel! guarded 
and cared for, and it is a part of my duty 
as the Prosecutor of the county in which 
he committed his crime to see that he is 
kept where he cannot commit another.” 

Mr. Jerome had brought from Pough- 
keepsie Assistant District Attorney Con- 

er of Dutchess County. Mr. Conger in-! 
ormed Justice Mills that Thaw was no 
longer wanted in the jail there. He said 
that he was breaking up the discipline of 
the prisoners, and that after to-day there 
would be no room for him except in a 
¢ell with other prisoners. District Attor- 
ney Winslow of Westchester county also 
declared that Westchester had no jail 
room for the prisoner. 

Thaw's counsel, Col. Bartlett, A. Rus- 
gell Peabody, and Charles Morschauser | 
of Poughkeepsie, a brother of Justice 
Morschauser, were astonished at this turn 
of affairs. They conferred with Thaw. 
The prisoner stuck out for a cell in any 
jail or prison in preference to Mattea- 
wan. 

“Then I shall remand him to the jail 
of Westchester,” said Justice Mills. 

Once more District Attorney Winslow 

otested. “We have newhere to put 

im,” he said. ‘‘ We cannot put him in the 
hospital. ward, for there have been a 
number of escapes from there, and the 
Sheriff will not take the responsibility 
for Thaw’s safety. 


Thaw. Goes Back to Poughkeepsie. 


When Thaw’'s counsel found that jail 
life in Westchester would be far worse 
than in a cell in Poughkeepsie, Col. Bart- 
lett asked that Thaw be sent back to 
Poughkeepsie, as his lawyer, Mr. Mors- 


chauser, lived there and could reach him 
every day. 

“Then he is remanded back to Pough- 
keepsie,"’ said Justice Mills, who then 
added: ‘“‘I believe it should be only a 
matter of time when this man ought to 
have a jury trial." 

Mr. Jerome will answer Col. Bartlett's 
appeal next Monday, filing a brief, and 
on the following Monday Thaw’s counsel 
will submit briefs and affidavits setting 
forth his reasons for a sanity test before 
a jury.

Three persons, all patients in city hos- 
pitals, eluded the vigilance of their at- 
tendants yesterday long enough in two 
cases to take their own lives, while in 
the third only a gallant rescue saved the 
patient from drowning. 


Dr. Peter V. Burnett, a well-known 


| Brooklyn physician, Jumped from the roof 


garden of Mount Sinai Hospital, 100th 
Street and Madison Avenue, where he 
was a patient suffering from a@ nervous 
breakdown. Mrs. Margaret Hammell 
also met death in a similar manner at 
Fordham Hospital. Mrs. Rose Igiarto, a 
tuberculosis patient at Bellevue Hospital, 
slipped out of the ward and jumped into 
the East River. She was rescued, but is 
in a serious condition. 

Coroner Harburger and Coroner Schwan- 
necke have begun investigations. Coroner 
Harburger expressed surprise at finding 
that there were no male attendants to 
look after the patients in Mount Sinai 
Hospital, while Coroner S¢hwannecke 
Said that in his opinion patients were not 
sufficiently safeguarded, and that he 
would go into the matter at the inquest 
on Mrs. Hammell. 

Dr. Burnett was killed almost instantly. 
He was a specialist in troubles of the ear 
and nose, and lived at 182 Hewes Street, 
Brooklyn. Mrs. Francis McGivney, with 
whose family the doctor lived, said last 
night that he had been away from home 
for about a month. The first part of it 
he spent at St. Catharine’s Hospital, 
Brooklyn, suffering from a nervous break- 
down. A week ago yesterday he left 
there and went to Mount Sinai Hospital, 
where he occupied a private room on the 
top floor. It was thought that he was 
recovering, and yesterday he went to the 
roof garden, where he sat for some time 
reading a book. 

Suddenly, according to Miss Newmann, 
the roof attendant, Dr. Burnett laid his 


riedly to the low railing which runs 
around the roof. He saw Miss Newmann 
watching him and called to her that he 
was “just getting the lay of the land.” | 
Before she could reply Dr. Burnett leaped | 
over the rail. There was another patient 
on the roof at the time, a Mrs. Stern, who 
also saw the doctor leap. She collapsed | 
at the sight, and it affected her so that | 
she may not recover. 

Dr. Burnett was in his fifty-fifth year. 
He was born in Connecticut, and was a | 
graduate of New York University, class 
He then acted as interne in Belle- | 
vue Hospital, and took up the special 
study of the nose and ear. e@ was never 
married, although some ten years ago his 
engagement to a Miss Gallagher was an- 
nounced. She died before the date set 
for the marriage. 

Mrs. Hammell, who was 86 years old, 
was admitted from 509 East 183d Street 
to Fordham Hospital last Friday suffer- 
ing from internal trouble. 

Mrs. Hammell suffered greatly. and | 
frequently asked that something be given 
tc her to end her life. She was the only 
patient in the ward on the third floor, 
and yesterday her nurse went out of the 
room for a few moments, leaving Mrs.

TO FIGHT HART’S PARIS WILL. 


Adopted Daughter and Woman Who 
Says She’s His Widow the Contestants. 


The will of Benjamin Hart, the wealthy 
American who died in Paris in May last, 
comes up for probate in the Surrogate’s 
Court on July 30. Hart amassed a fortune 
during the civil war as a clothing peddler 
and increased it largeiy by investment in 
New York realty. 

About thirty years ago he took up his 
residence in Paris. When he died he left 
several million dollars. It is said that a 
nephew, Michael Hart, Is a member of the 
New York Athletic Club. 

Twenty-five years ago Hart adopted an 
Italian child named Isobel Lucchesi, who 
later married a French diplomat named 
Jean Guillemin. Years after Hart set up 
an establishment for a woman known as 
Mme. de Bile. 

This offended. Mme. Guillemin, who 
protested, and Hart disinherited her and 
left his fortune to Mme. de Bie. Mme. 
Guillemin announced she would contest 
the will. 

Last February a woman who gave the 
name of Mrs. Wright came to live at 21 
Perry Street, in old Greenwich Village. 
She paid $4.50 a week for her room and 
received a regular monthly remittance 


from Paris. One day she unbosomed 
herself and declared that she was the 
wife of Hart, and showed photographs of 
him, of their hotel in Paris, and of lHttle 
Isobel Lucchesi. 

Mrs. Wright said that she married Hart 
in London twenty-seven years ago, but 
that they had only lived together three 
years, when they separated. Mrs. Hart 
agreed to leave France on the stipulation 
that she should receive a fixed monthly 
sum. This she received for twenty-four 
years, she said, but after Hart's death 
she got a letter from his lawyers saying 
that the allowance would cease. 

It is said that “Mrs. Wright’ may 
join in the contest of Hart’s will.

Friday morning, the story says, the bat- 
talion was ordered, without warning, on the 
march, Major Buffinton was in command, 
Ration wagons and cooks were left be- 
hind and each man received a capsule 
containing the condensed food. 

“Here are your rations for to-day,” 
said the Major, “and to-morrow you'll 
get another one. You can drink all the 
water you want, but get no other food.”’ 

The men are said to have returned to 
the fort none the worse for their unique 
diet. 

It was stated at the War Department 
that no such rations as condensed meat 
pills are purchased for the army, and if

ZEPPELIN'S ATRSHIP 
FLIES FOR 63-4 HOURS 


Goes from End to End of Lake 
Constance Against Brisk 
Head Wind. 


MEAN SPEED 34% MILES 


Wireless Apparatus Works Without a 
Hitch—Zeppelin Promises 400- 
Mile Voyage Thursday. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, June 29.—Count 
Zeppelin’s airship to-day withstood bril- 
liantly the longest and most searching 
test it has yet undergone. It remained in 
the air for six hours and three-quarters, 
attaining an average speed of 34% miles 
an hour throughout, although for a short | 
period the speed reached 38% miles, the 
highest rate yet accomplished. The air- 
ship carried fourteen passengers. 

The wireless apparatus stood severe 
tests successfully, working without a 
hitch during the entire period. 

Count Zeppelin came here from Dresden 
in order to supervise the tests. The bal- 
loon left the floating shed shortly before 
noon and was towed a mile by a. motor- 
boat. Then utilizing only its dynamio 
force, without casting out any ballast, 
it ascended slowly and majestically to an 
altitude of 1,000 feet. 

It started off toward Constanoe at full 
speed and then turned in the direction of ! 
Romanshorn, in Switzerland, where it 
went through a long series of ma-| 
noeuvres, all the apparatus working to 
the utmost satisfaction. | 

Next the airship made a descent to the 
surface of the water and communicated 
with the accompanying motorboat. It 
rose again and proceeded to Rorschach, 
at the other end of the lake, driven by 
the full force of the engines against a 
rather brisk wind. Later the machine 
was allowed to drift back to Friedrichs- 
hafen, from which place it made a dash 
for a long stretch at top speed with the 
wind in its favor, as far as Constance, 
where there were further manoeuvres. 

The trip ended within two miles of the 
balloon shed. The airship was towed 
home, arriving there at 6:30 P. M. 

Count Zeppelin expressed the hope that 
he would be able to undertake a 400-mile 
journey overland on Thursday. 

Count Zeppelin’s latest airship in which | 
he made the ascent yesterday is built 
on a rigid frame like previous models of | 
his. The gas envelope is 445 feet long 
and has a diameter of 49% feet. There 
are three motors, each of 145 horse pow- 
er. The machine was designed to have a 
speed of forty-seven miles an hour, and 
the radius of action was estimated at 
1,500 miles. It is fitted with a wireless 
telegraph apparatus and carries powerful 
searchlights. It cost $100,000. 


BALLOON CROSSES ALPS. 


“Cognac” of Swiss Aero Club the 
First to Achieve This Feat. 


BRIG, Switzerland, June 29.—The Swiss 


Aero Club’s balloon Cognac has succeed- 
ed in crossing the Alps. 

This feat has often been attempted, but 
never before accomplished. 


MONOPLANE FLIES 636 FEET. 


M. Bleriot’s Machine Wins Him the 
Aero Club’s Medal. 


PARIS, June 29.—M. Bleriot to-day suc. 
ceeded in flying 600 meters with his 
monoplane machine. His success wins 
him the Aero Club’s medal. 


LEON DELAGRANGE COMING. 


French Aeroplane Flier Willi Make 
Some Flights Here. 

Leon Delagrange, the famous French 

aeronaut, whose long distance aeroplane 

flights have attracted worldwide attention 


during the last few weeks, will come to 
America about Aug. 20. A cablegram was 


received from M. Delagrange yesterday 
by A. C, Triaca, who is making arrange- 
ments for the visit of the French aero- 
naut on behalf of the recently organized 
Aeronautic Society, stated he would come 
about that time, and would be willing to 


give exhibition flights for three days near 
New York. He stated that he was sending 


details by letter, and as soon as these ar- 
rived, the final preparations will be con- 
cluded. 


‘*‘Delagrange is eurely coming,’’ sald 


‘Mr. Triaca last night after an informal 


meeting of his committee at his rooms, 2 
East Twenty-ninth Street. ‘“‘ We are now 
looking for suitable grounds for the 
flights, and I visited several locations on 
Sunday, making a trip of over 200 miles | 
by automobile from the city.”’ 

It is more than probable that a series 
of international flying contests will be | 
held between Delagrange and G. H. Cur- 
tiss of Hammondsport, N. Y., owner of 
the June Bug. Mr. Curtiss has informed 
Mr. Triaca that he will be perfectly will- 
ing to meet the Frenchman in some con- 
tests. 

The Wright brothers have also been 
asked to meet Delagrange, but this tele. 
gram was received yesterday rrom Orville 
Wright, who is at his home in Dayton, 
Ohio:

“Delagrange will be here at a very 
opportune time,” said Mr. Triacca, “as 
the Government tests at Fort Myer with 
the aeroplanes now being built by A. M. 
Herring and the Wright brothers are to 
be held in August, and they will probably 
be completed by Aug. 20. If the machines 
are successful, it is barely possible that 
the Government may be willing to have 
them tested against Delagrange's aero- 
plane.” 


CURTISS AFTER AIRSHIP PRIZE. 


He Will Fly the June Bug on Official 
Test Saturday. 


What will be the first public officially 
tested flight ever made in America for a 
prize offered for successful navigation of 
the air by a heavier-than-air machine will 
be made next Saturday at Hammondsport, 
N. Y¥., by Glenn H. Curtiss in his new 
machine, the June Bug, which made its 
notable flight of 1,140 yards least Thurs- 
day. It was the success of this flight, 
up to the present the best public flight 
made in this country, that led Mr. Cur- 
tiss, who is one of the leading members 
of the Aeronautic Experiment Society, 
founded largely through the efforts of 
Prof. Alexander Graham Bell, to chal- 
lenge for the Scientific American Cup, 
which was offered last year for competi- 
tion for all types of heavier-than-air ma- 
chines. 

The trophy has never been competed 
for, but the gradually increasing success 
of the flights that have been made this 
season at Hammondsport, cylminating

EULENBURG TRIAL BEGINS. 


Prince Is Carried in a Chair—Appears 
Composed and Confident. 


BERLIN, June 29.—The trial of Prince} 
zu Eulenburg, who is charged with per- | 
jury and with inciting another person to 
commit perjury in connection with the 
“round table” revelations of last Sum- 
mer, began here this morning.

Large crowds assembled to-day, both 
outside the hospital where the Prince 
has been under surveillance since his ar- 
rest and in the street fronting the court. 
The Prince, however, avoided a demon- 
stration by entering the court through a 
side door half an hour before the pro- 
ceedings began. He arrived in an ambu- 
lance, accdmpanied by a detective, and |

CREEL TO WASHINGTON 


Mexico Wante Disturbers Extradited 
as Common Criminals — Officials 
Declare There is No Revolution. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—In obedience 
to a telegram from President Roosevelt, 
Secretary Taft to-night ordered Gen. 
Myer, Commander of the Department of 
Texas, to move such soldiers along the 
Mexican border as would be necessary to 
aid the Federal Marshals in establishing 
an efficient patrol for the enforcement 
of the laws of neutrality against the 
Mexican bandits, 

The number of troops to be moved is 
left to the discretion of Gen. Myer, but 
it igs thought that only a small detach- 
ment will reinforce the civilian forces 
sufficiently. The Marshals have orders 
to arrest all violators of the neutrality 
laws. This action was decided upon as 
@ result of the request from the Mexican 
Government that the United States do 
its utmost to prevent any violation of 
these laws. 

The request of the Mexican Government 
was referred to the Attorney General by 
the State Department. and the Governor 
of Texas in the mefintime was asked to 
aid in compelling obedience to the law. 
The order of the President sending troops 
to the border is understood to have been 
made upon the recommendation of the 
Attorney General. 

Brig. Gen. A. L. Myer, in command of 
the Department of Texas, is authorized 
to ascertain the number of troops neces- 


| sary at Del Rio and El Paso, and to send 


troops to any other point along the Mex- 
ico-Texas border if such action is found 
advisable. The Federal troops will act 
under the direction of the United States 
Marshal and the United States District 
Attorney. 

The presence of the soldiers will do 
much to prevent any outbreaks within 
the United States territory, and they will 
be of material assistance in case the rev- 
olutionists cross the border. Del Rio is 
directly opposite Las Vacas, Mexico, 
where the principal disturbances have oc- 
curred. 

Nothing has been heard in Washington 
from Ambassador Creel of Mexico, who 
has been ordered to resume his post in 
Washington. It is thought here that the 
Mexican Government’s order to the Am- 
bassador is a precautionary measure 
solely, and a desire to have a representa- 
tive in Washington if diplomatic ques- 
tions arise.

COAL PRICES THE CAUSE 


Producers Demanding Top Figures for 
Sizes Used Extensively for 
Steam Generation. 


A company which supplies many New 
York hotels, apartments, and private 
houses with cteam heat by means of a 
System of pipes laid’ under the streets and 
connecting all these buildings with a big 
central boiler plant on the East River has 
sent out to its patrons an announcement 
‘which may be thus summarized: 

“Because the coal mining companies 
faised the price of their steam coal 7% 
per cent. on April 1, 1907, and have since 
refused to lower it, we respectfully warn 
our patrons that, beginning with next 
Autumn, we shall be compelled to con- 
tinue our steam service at a 5 per cent.

“Tf these old-fashioned devices for 
heating are equipped with the same kind 
of fire chambers that a steam-heating 
plant has, there is no reason why the 
prices of egg and of buckwheat coal 
might not be much nearer the same than 
they are at present. All the modern- 
equipped: private residences in Fifth Ave- 
nue, for example, use buckwheat and pea 
coal now.” 

What a 7% per cent. increase in the 
whee of steam coal means to a steam- 

eated household can be seen from the 
experiences of the steam-heating com- 
pany, which sent out the recent warning. 

This co npany charges $3.15 a year for 
heating 1, cubic feet of room space, It 
finds that the average house contains 
100,000 cubic feet of room space. Thus it 
charges the average private householder 
for complete steam service $315 a year. 
Two-thirds of this $315, however, is rep- 
resented in the outlay for steam coal. 
If the advance in the price of steam cval 
is 7% per cent. next Winter, as THB 
Times's informant seemed yesterday to 
think it would be, the average New York 
household next Winter will find that its 
steam-heating plant will cost $15 more for 
the season than it did last year.

SUGAR DIFFERENTIAL ARGUED. 


Inter-State Commission to Determine 
Legality of Cartage Allowance. 
WASHINGTON, Jure 29.—Oral argu- 
ments were heard by the Inter-State 


Commerce Commission to-day in the mat- 
ter of the allowance for cartage made by 


lthe carriers entering New York City for 


the transfer of sugar. The cartage al-| 


lowance is 2 cents a hundred pounds on | 
all shipments of sugar out of New York. 
The inquiry was instituted by the com- 
mission with a view to determine the 
legality of the allowance and to settle 
the point whether the allowance was a 
part of the rate given by the carriers to 
the shippers.

HAVING A FINE TIM 


No Cabbage Worms to Pick and 
You Needn’t Wash Unless 
You Want To. 


ONE OF THEM TELLSABOUT IT

Life at the Industrial Schools’ Camp 
Beats Being Chucked Off Just 
Anywhere with the Cows. 


Nearly 150 boys of the Industrial Schools 
of the Children’s Aid Society went to the 
Summer camp of the society at Holley 
Pond, Connecticut, yesterday morning for 
a two weeks’ outing. This is the season's 
first batch of youngsters to go there. The 
outing is made a vacation in its truest 
sense, and the boys are permitted to 
amuse themselves pretty much as they 
will under the supervision of agents of 
the society who are in charge of the 
camp. The instructors are mostly college 
men, who in this way help the society, 
and also earn a Summer vacation for 
themselves. 

The boys have a fleet 6f rowboats and 
are provided with fishing tackle. They 
pass the days fishing, swimming, playing 
ball, and in long rambles in the country, 
always being on hand, however, for theif 
regular three meals a day, at. which all 
the wholesome food they want to eat is 
provided. 

This is the way one of the first batch 
of Summer camp boys described yester- 
day his experiences during the day for 
Tub TiIMmBs: 

“Say, was youse ever snitched by de 
Fresh Airs? Well, I was, t'ree years 
ago, an’ I says then, Never again for 
mine! Not when I sees ’em foist. Why? 
Aw, dey takes youse up to de country 
an’ chucks youse in wid a lot of hay- 
seeds, where der ain’t nothin’ doin’. 
Nope, not fer mine. Wash yer face an’ 
pick worms off der cabbages. Dat ain't 
so much. 

“Wot am I a-doin’ here, goin’ off to a 
Summer camp?

Old Conditions

But Reiterates 
Which New York Y. 
Last Year Declined. 


NO CHANCE FOR ACCEPTANCE 


Definite Procedure Laid Down by Club 
for Cup Challenges Must Be 
Strictly Complied With. 


DUNCAN, Scotland, June 29.—Sir Thom- 
as Lipton, discussing the announcement 
made in The Field, the weekly London 
sporting publication, that he is prepared 
to challenge again for America’s Cup, 
confirmed the statement. The conditions 
recited by The Field were: 

First—The new yacht shall be cutter 
rigged apd built under the present uni- 
versal rule of the New York Yacht Club. 

Second—The New York Yacht Club shall 
designate the size of the yacht it consid- 
ers most sultable for a race. 

Sir Thomas sald to The Associated Press 
regarding the proposal: 

“TI hope my American friends will see 
their way clear to meet my wishes in the 
interests of the sport. The size of the 
boat is no object, and I am willing to 
build under the universal rule. If*I can 
get assurance that a ¢hallerge will be 
accepted I will issue it forthwith.” 


The New York Yacht Club has had no 
communication from Sir Thoms Lipton 
regarding a further challenge for Amer- 
ica’s Cup, and expects no communication 
on the subject. At the time the last 
challenge was sent by the Irish baronet 
the club outlined unmistakably the lines 
along which a challenge would be ac- 
cepted and distinctly stated that no chal- 
lenge would be entertained on any other 
terms. ‘Sir Thomas's conditions laid down 
in The Field are not in accordance with 
those conditions, and there would be no 
possibility of any challenge, if made, be- 
ing accepted. The club would not dictate 
the size of the challenging boat or give 
any assurance of its intention to accept 
any challenge under any consideration, 
The definite method of procedure to se- 
cure a race has been laid down, and any 
challenge sent in conformity with that 
procedure would be hee ages perforce. 
All this was made perfectly clear to Sir 
Thomas and to all others last year.

Fifty Riders Survive First Day of En- 
durance Run from Catskill. 


Nearly fifty riders survived the first 
day’s run of the annual two days’ endur- 
ance and reliability contest of the Federa- 
tion of American Motorcyclists, which 
ended shartly after 6 o’clock last night at 
the Empire Hotel, Sixty-third Street and 
Broadway.

PAYMENTS DUE TO-MORROW 


About $25,000,000 of Road’s Bonds Are 
Held in Germany and Holland and 
Rumors Had Disturbed Owners. j 


In furtherance of the banking 
ments made for meeting all the July 
payments of the St. Louls & San 
cisco, the officers of the road deposited 
with the Morton Trust Company yester- 
day more than $1,000,000 to meet the 
semi-annual interest on the Frisco refund- 
ing bonds, the coupons of which are due 
to-morrow. It came to light yesterday 
that foreign holders of coupons of this 
refunding issue made efforts to have the 
interest on a large block of these bonds 
paid in advance. , 

The Berliner Handels-Gesellschaft, 1% 
has developed, cashed a large amount of 
these coupons held abroad. About $25,< 
000,000 of this issue of bonds ‘is held ig 
Germany and Holland, and many of the 
coupons were purchased by this Berlin in- 
stitution. This is a common practices in 
international banking, coupons payable in 
foreign countries being purchased for ex- 
change purposes much as bills of exe 
change are bought. 

Following the purchase of these couse 
pons in Berlin, the unfavorable rumors 
regarding the Frisco’s position which were 
circulated in Wall Street and which 
caused sharp declines a week ago in many 
of the securities in the Rock Island- 
Frisco group were cabled to the other 
side and caused much uneasiness among 
the holders there. This uneasiness was 
followed by an effort on the part of the 
New York agent of the Handels-Gesell- 
schaft to get the Frisco to provide for the 
payment of these coupons yesterday in- 
stead of waiting until to-morrow, when 
they fall due, but this could not be ar

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HAGGLING GENEROSITY. 


The more closely the treatment of the 
Chinese Indemnity act is regarded the 
less attractive is the position in which 
it leaves our Government. It is a 
pretty clear case of a generous and wise 
action belittled, a creditable record be- 
emirched by the interference of private 
and ignoble interests. 
~ It will be remembered that, when the 
Governments engaged in putting down 


the Boxer disordérs met to determine 
the amount of damages the Chinese 
Government should pay for injuries in- 


flicted and expenses incurred in this 
procedure, a sum a little short of $25,- 


000,000 was awarded to the United | 


States. Immediately after the recelpt 
of the security for this sum, the Presi- 
dent urged on Congress to provide for 
the release to China of all but $11,000,- 
000, which was considered, after due 
investigation, all that could fairly be 
kept either for the cost to our Govern- 
ment of the Chinese expedition or for 
claims of our citizens in China. But 
when the bill came before Congress it 
Was amended so as to retain some 
$2,000,000 to meet claims hereafter to 
be adjudicated. For this haggling we 
held at the time that there was no ade- 
quate reason or decent excuse. Our 
Government had made its own inquiry 
through its own agents sitting in China 
and through the State Department at 
home. It had reached a definite con- 
clusion as to the amount of the indem- 
nity to which we were fairly and hon- 
estly entitled. The President had pro- 
posed, and Congress had undertaken, to 
return to China all in excess of that 
amount. After such a determination 


every cent beyond the amount con- 
cluded upon must be regarded as un- 


fairly claimed. Or if there were claims 
-that had been overlooked, it was the 
plain duty of our Government to pay 
them from its own Treasury, admitting 
that their omission from the original 
account Was due to its own laches, for 


which it should itself meet all compen- 
sation. Any other course must ®&xpose 
our Government to most unfortunate 
suspicion, and must at best hopelessly 
mar the effect of an action professedly 


generous and chivalric. Obviously the 


first consequence must be to subject all 


_claims against the sum retained to the 

closest scrutiny and to unfavorable crit- 

ficism. ; 
This is precisely what is happening. 


According to a Washington dispatch to 
The Herald, not only are the pending 


claims being examined, but those al- 
ready adjudicated, and ugly things are 
being said as to their character, not by | 
Americans alone, but by Chinese who 


have been looking into them. Some of | 
these inquirers think that they have 


discovered that among the claims al- 
ready admitted to a share of the in- 


" demnity are some originating years ago, 


long before the Boxers’ rebellion. If 
this suspicion arises as to what has 


been done in the immediate past, it will 


attach still more to matters affecting 
the $2,000,000 retained for future dis- 
tribution.

to every claim admitted in connection 
with the indemnity, the source of the 
claim, the date of its origin, the circum- 
stances attending it, the names of 
claimants and their counsel, and the 
details of all decisions reached in con- 
nection with it. It would be better still 
to reserve all use of the indemnity un-

GERMAN MEAT EATING. 
Bome curious statistics are given by 
“Our Consul General at Frankfort as to 


for food tn Germany. Of bovine ani- 
mals the total is, in round numbers, 
8,000,000, of hogs it is 16,000,000, of 
sheep and goats about 2,500,000, of 
horses and “other solipeds” 185,239, 
and—this is the most singular of the 
items—of dogs 6,472. Considering the 
difference.in weight, it is a fair infer- 
ence that the Germans eat about as 
much of beef, with a small proportion 
of veal, as they do of pork, while the 
percentage of mutton must seem ex-~- 
tremely small to those who remember 
the réle it plays on the ordinary bill of 
fare. The amount of horse flesh con- 
sumed is not impressive. But it would 
be interesting to know what classes eat 
the flesh of dogs. We do not know 
that it Is In any way inedible, unnour- 
ishing, or unwholesome. But it is the 
only flesh of a carnivorous animal men- 
tioned, and it is usually associated with 
desperate sieges and other occasions of 
approaching starvation. As the above 
figures are those of the official Inspec- 
tors of Meats, therecan be no doubt as 
to the facts. ; 


THE UTILITIES COMMISSION. 


The impression that is most likely to 
be made from a review of the work of 
the Public Utilities Commission for its 
first year is, we think, that it Is still 
an experiment, but a promising one, 
which, with care and sagacity, can be 
made fairly successful. 

The actual achievements of the Com- 
mission are such that apology for their 
amount is more in order than unstinted 
praise. But the explanation is not far 
to seek. The Commission has had to 
struggle with the effect of a severe de- 
pression of business on the one hand 
and the bankruptcy of the surface rail- 
road system on the other. It would 
have been folly to demand more than it 
has demanded under these conditions, 
for only a part of what it has demand- 
ed has proved feasible. With the re- 
vival of activity and the reappearance 
of capital, improvements will become 
practicable and will doubtless be insist- 
ed upon. The most marked error of the 
Commission has been its rash action in 
authorizing the Brooklyn subway exten- 
sions through regions where they can- 
not pay, thus mortgaging the use of the 
city’s credit sorely needed in other di- 
rections for really promising enter- 
prises. 

Of one thing, we think, the commu- 
nity may be pretty well assured as the 
result of the Commission's first year of 


| work, that in transit matters in this 


city in the future there will be a good 
deal more of light, a good deal less of 
corrupting secrecy, and efforts more 
honest and more intelligent to meet the 
requirements of the public. =

day. What has the law accomplished?

the healing of the sick, the employ- 
ment of the unemployed are all praise- 
worthy. But there is nothing character- 
istically either Christian or Soclalist 
about such activities, A man may be 
charitable and humane without being 
a Socialist, and Socialists are not neces- 
Barily religious according to any rite. 
By adopting Socialism churchmen are 
limiting rather than extending their 
temporal activities, for Socialism is only 
one of manifold ways of regenerating 
social conditions. Moreover, by associ- 
ating itself with Socialism the Church 
would place itself in a most invidious 
position by proffering co-operation 
where none is asked, and where such 
advances have been repelled contempt- 
uotsly. 

There are ‘no Christian economics. 
Probably there are few who think that 
there are celestial coal mines, or rail- 
ways, or factories, and a divine—not to 
say Christian—way of managing them. 
If there were the Socialists would not 
adopt them, for Socialism despises the 
other world as much as Christianity 
exalts the other world, According to 
Christ’s teachings, “ Blessed are the 
poor,” but Socialism’s aim 1s to re- 
distribute wealth, which is more desired 
for its worldly blessings than Heaven 
for its spiritual reward. Since Sociali- 
ism has no uss for Christianity, Chris- 
tians demean themselves by proffering 
unasked and unappreciated indorse- 
ment of principles which are an em- 
barrassment rather than a help in all 
that is Christian, or even religious, in 
any sense dependent upon the revela- 
tion of Gon’s will. 


LABOR’S CRUELTY TO LABOR. 

Mr. GoMPERS recurs to the solo which 
was not appreciated at Chicago. He is 
presenting at Denver the same plea for 
“human right and human freedom,” in 
the shape of an anti-injunction law. 
With the same tremolo he argues “ you 
can’t determine the rules governing the 
labor of working people without affect- 
ing thei? personalities, their bodies, 
their minds, their very souls.” It is 
different with trusts. You can legislate 
regarding the products of a trust with- 
out touching a single human right, but 
you cannot separate a workingman 
from his right to labor, and legislate 
regarding one without affecting the 


other. ‘Labor organizations deal In 


no product of the hand or of the land; 
they are simply associations to protect 


the interests of men and women who 
aim to conserve their personal rights, 
their personal freedom.”’ 

We do not dwell upon the interval of 
time which might be required before 
the invasion of property rights by law 
passed into limitation of liberty by law. 
It might be appreciable, and it might 
be only constructive, like a cértain ad- 
journment of Congress. To us it seemg 
that property and liberty are rights 
equally independent of statutory ex- 
istence, and even of the Declaration of 
Independence or the Constitution. A 
man’s right to his life and his property 
alike is fundamental. Both are sacred, 
and the one is to be protected as well 
as the other, although Mr. Gomprrs 
seems to think that some distinction 
may be drawn between them. But lot 
that pass.

It 
is the name of M. Maurras, one of the 
editors of L’Action Francaise. M. 
MAURRAS declared in his paper that the 
“cause of the King” would soon over- 
throw the “Dreyfus Republic.” He 
awaited, he implored, nay, he even de- 
manded, prosecution by the Govern- 
ment. The Government paid no atten- 
tion to him. Now, he, too, joyously 
enters the category of the “ betrayed.” 

It seems to us that these “ betrayed ” 
Frenchmen deserve something more 
than the transitory fame which their 
confessions bestow. Their tireless ef- 
forts, their courage, their patriotism in 
achieving the unique distinction which 
fis theirs are surely worthy of some 
lasting memorial. There might be a 
Hall of Fame—the “ betrayers” would 
call it something else—with suggestive 
allegorical figurés, the names of the 
“betrayed” and a list of their achieve- 
ments autoblographically composed. 
Such an edifice, with the legend over 
{ts portal, “The Betrayed of France,” 
would give universal satisfaction. The 
“betrayed” would rejoice that their 
“betrayals” were being properly ad- 
vertised among future generations. The 
“ betrayers”’ would have a constant re- 
minder of their dastardly attempts to 
make law, justice, ofder, and truth 
supreme in France,

New: York will aways haye to go far 
for its drinking water, but that is only 
the more reason for not using any of 
the expensive fluid for fighting fires 
when inexhaustible quantities of water in 
most ways just as good, and in some ways 
better, are to be found within a mile or 
two of every part of Manhattan Island 
and the greater part of the other boroughs. 
No matter how much water we may pump 
from either the Hudson or the East River, 
their levels will not be changed by a 
fraction of an inch, but a big conflagra- 
tion makes @ serious drain oh any of our 
reservoirs. 

It is a fact that the water in both 
of our rivers and*the bay contains a good 
deal of sewage in suspension, and there 
has been some apprehension as to the 
consequences of flooding the streets with 
the dilution. After all, however, the im- 
purities are in but minute amount in even 
as large a quantity of water as would be 
used at a fire, and most of it will imme- 
diately find its way back to the rivers 
through the sewers. The salt water will 
also damage goods more than fresh wa- 
ter, but it will put out fires more quickly, 
so the advantage will probably more than 
counterbalance that disadvantage. 

To be rid of the fire engines will be a 
blessing, for they are expensive, trouble- 
some, and dungerous, not to mention such 
trifles as being dirty and noisy. The 
hose cart will remain, but that will doubt- 
less be run by a motor before long. The 
great merit of the new system is that it 
will give water enough and at any de- 
| sired pressure. Thus fires that start will 
be soon extinguished, and with the im- 
proved construction of buildings that is 
slowly coming along our dreadful annual 
losses ought in time to be reduced to 
something like the European level.

Every known device for comfortable living 
lcan be found tn this building. Steam heat, 
| hot water, every room an ‘“‘ outside’’ room, 
; shower and tub baths, public laundry, with 
j the latest hot-air drier; large incineration 
| plant, where all refuse, garbage, &c., is dis- 
'posed of; rest house and roof garden on the 
roof; gas or electric lights, and gas ranges in 
every apartment. Over 80 per cent. of the 
apartments have through draught; scientific 
| plumbing in every apartment. The living rooms 
i have large side casement windows, with ample 
jair, light, and sunshine. 

The buildings are as nearly ‘“ fireproof’’ as 
| possible, with mosaic floors and marble stair- 
cases from basement to the neatly tiled roof.

It is well known by connoisseurs in 
Japanese art that the early albums and 
illustrated books contain color prints of 
great excellence and interest by artists 
of importance.

the suggestions of aerial as well as linear 
perspective and the presence of cast shad- 
ows give it a look of modernity absent 
from the majority of its fellows. Shun- 
sho, the great master of harmony, Is rep- 
resented by some dramatic scenes of 
quiet tone, and his * Celebrated Beauties,” 
together with those of Shigemasa, are in- 
cluded in the collection. 

Hokusai, the “Old Man Mad About 
Painting,” and the best known of the 
whole Ukioye school, is, of course, rep- 
resented, and one turns to his vigorous 
shorthand notes of the life about him— 
those amazing examples of what he him- 
self termed ‘drawing as it comes spon- 
taneously—from the refinements of Uta- 
maro and the daintiness of Shunsho, with 
fresh appreciation of his greatness. He 
is said to have exclaimed at the end of 
his long life of 89 years: 

“If heaven would give me but another 
five years, I might yet become a great 
painter! "’ 

The opportunity to study at leisure and 
at close range so varied a collection of 
the pleasant art which of later years has 
lured the Western world so irresistibly 
can hardly fail to be appreciated, and the 
agreeable conditions under which such 
study can be carried on at the Lenox 
Library Print Room are becoming in- 
creasingly familiar to the New York pub- 
lic.

ICE BATH MAY BE EFFECTIVE. 


Artificial Respiration and Powerful 
Heart Stimulants Found Neces- | 
sary In Extreme Cases. 





The treatment of sunstroke {s considered 
in a serles of essays printed in the cur- 
rent issue of The New York Medical 
Journal and contributed in response to an 
invitation to submit them to the pubil- 
cation in competition for a cash prize. 
The prize was awarded to Dr. Henry C. 
Becker of this city. 

Dr. Becker’s consideration of the sub- 
ject and the treatment recommended by | 
him follow in part: 

“In a consideration of the treatment 
of insolation we take cognizance of two | 
forms, the hyperpyfexial, where the 
temperature is the important point at| 
issye, and the other where an exhaustion 

prostrationgis the important feature; 
the latter variety, known as heat exhaus- 
tion, may bé mild, moderate, or severe. 

“In the hyperpyrexia] form the vital 
point in the treatment is the rapid re- 
duction of the temperature; the prog: | 


nosis is fair in direct proportion to the | 
rapidity ain which the temperature is 
reduced,“And in inverse proportion to the 
length of time it has endured. 

“In an emergency place the patient in 
the coolest and shadiest place available, 
looser the clothing and dash cold water 
over head and body; with better facilities 
to hand place the patient in a bathtub 
of cold water, adding to it pieces of ice; 
the extremities and body should be con- 
stantly and vigorously rubbed while thus 
immersed. 

‘“‘In those favorable cases where the 
temperature falls it is accompanied by 
an improvement in the 43 and respira- 
tion and a clearing of the mind; it is 
well to remove the’ patient from the 
cold bath when the thermometer registers 
lu2 degrees. 

“The temperature often falls two as 

rees every fifteen minutes, and may | 

eep on falling even when the patient is | 
removed from the bath; to obviate a sub- 
normal temperature and a collapse, it is 
well to observe this rule: When the/| 
patignt has been removed from the cole | 
batt there may be a rebound of the 
temperature four or five hours after, par- 
ticularly in those cases where temperature 
has been above 106 degrees. This can be 
controlled by cold packs or cold sponging. 

“ Antipyretics should not be used as a 
routine method, although in thé tropics 
the hypodermatic use of quinine is highly 
spoken of. If there is much struggling 
or delirium a hypodermatic injection of 
= = lat grain of morphine may be 

ven. 

‘The sudden shock from the cold water 
may produce a tonic muscular spasm, in- 
cluding the diaphragm; in these cases 
five minims of amy! nitrite as an inhala- 
tion with an increase in the temperature 
of the water employed in bathing, along 
with artificial respiration, if necessary, 
will tend to overcome the spasm; keep 
up the artificial respiration half an hour 
if need be. 

“There is a strong tendency to conges- 
tion ~ oedema of the lungs; this condi- 
tion ould be met by dry cupping and 
hypodermatic injectiens of atropine and 
strychnine. Strong, robust, plethoric in- | 
dividuals with full bounding pulses * re- | 
quire one-fiftieth of a grain of nitrogly- 
cerine; leeches to the temples and behind | 
the ears are also holpful. 

“The after treatment consists in keep- 
ing the patient in bed for several days 
on a Jight and easily digestible diet; 
there is often a subsequent intermittent 
fever lasting several days; this is best 
treated by means of cold spongings and 
tablespounful doses of spirits of minder- 
erus given every four hours. For the 
headache small ‘doses of acetphenetidin 
with citrated caffeine may be given. Spe-/ 
cial attention should be given to the | 
bowel and kidney functions; any result- | 
ing sequelae should receive appropriate 
treatment and care. 

‘‘In the treatment of heat exhaustion | 
stimulants are primarily indicated, and | 
in severe cases, to insure their certain | 
and prompt effect, they should be given | 
hypodermatically. 

‘The slightest manifestation of head- 
ache, vertigo, and faintness should be | 
heeded, and the patient immediately re- 
moved to some cool and shady room or 
place. A teaspoonful of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia in a glass of cold water will 
suffice in the milder form of cases; if 
somewhat feverish cold sponging with 
alcohol and water is indicated. 

“It is in the more pronounced and se- 
verer forms of heat exhaustion that he- 
roic means are often necessary to save 
life; when there ig respiratory failure 
strychnine, one-thirtieth to one-fifteenth 
of a grain, is to be injected, oxygen gas 
and artificial respiration may be required 
and resorted to; in acute heart failure 
camphor, 1 grain dissolved in sweet al- 
mond oil; 6 minints; or a solution of 
citrated caffeine, 1 to 2 grains, injected; 
if pulse is soft and feeble, digitalin, one- 
two hundredth of a‘ grain, repeated in an 
hour if necessary; if pulse is full and | 
bounding, one-one hundredth to one-fif- 
tieth of a grain of nitroglycerine. For re- 
flexly stimulating the nerve centres mus- 
tard | coms or the douche may be em- 
ployed. 

“The after treatment is rest in bed, 
with tonic and stimulating medicines and 
treatment of any resulting sequelae, 

** Prophylaxis.—This consists in the pre- 
vention of exposure to the direct rays of 
the sun, moderation in the amount of 
physical and mental work, the wearing 
ot light and cool  geney | during a pro- 
tracted spell of hét and humid weather. 
The diet should consist of little meat, 
with plenty of vegetables and fruit; 
strong alcoholic liquors should be es- 
chewed. Water externally and internally 
so that bowels, kidMeys, and skin may be 
kept active, for as a general rule a pa- 
tient who sweats does not suffer sun- 
stroke.”’

PRISCILLIAN’S FAST MILE 


Belmont’s Three-Year-Old Canters 
Home In Time That Equale Reo 
ord at Sheepshead Bay Track. 


Head finishes and record races had a 
big part in the sport at the Sheepshead 
Bay course yesterday. In three events 
the winners and placed horses passed the 
finishing post lapped, and in two other 
events the official time equaled or beat 
the old track records. There was plenty 
of sensation in the results straight 
through the card, with the greatest share 
of excitement and the most spectacular 
contest in the third event, the Zephyr 
Stakes, at five and a half furlongs for 
two-year-olds. Added starters swelled the 
field of runners for this event to eleven 
horses, with Mediant, a recent winner, 
and Eschau, one of the added starters, 
as the two best backed horses in the 
race. 

The struggle was down the Futurity 
straight, and from the moment that the 


barrier was lifted, with Effendi the first 
horse to show, the positions shifted with 
kaleidoscopic effect, a new horse showin 

in front at each furlong pole to the hea 

of the stretch. There Mediant, in front, 
looked like winning until chal ‘> by 
Wamba. These two, Mediant and Wamba, 
were fighting out for the stakes when 
the California colt Torbellino, coming on 
with a rush, joined in the struggle close 
on the post, and in a hard-fought finish 
won in the last strides by a half length 
from Wamba, which beat Mediant a 
scant length, 

There was much merit in the mile run 
by August Belmont’s Priscillian, the top 
weight in the opening race. Priscillian, a 
three-year-old, which originally was to 
have been shipped to England for the 
Derby instead of Norman II., was a 
strong favorite and won with great ease 
in 1:373-5, time that equaled the track 
record, and that Priscillian easily could 
have improved on, as he was under a 
pull ores the last quarter and epely 
cantered the last furlong. With the slight- 
est effort it seemed that Priscillian could 
have made a new American record for a 
mile, but as he had his race won at the 
head of the stretch he was pulled up for 
the last quarter.

Small Engagement Made— Stocks

The possibility of substan- 
dial buying of securities for the 
purpose of reinvesting money received 
in connection with the July 1 pay~- 
ments was a topic of considerable dis- 
cussion on the Stock Exchange during the 
day. The mid-year payments this time 
have been very heavy, estimates placing 
them as high as $190,000,000, and it is 
not to be supposed that more than a small 
part of this great total will fail to seek 
reinvestment. The securities, which 
through their advances were supposed 
yesterday to reflect the appearance of 
buying of this kind were not, however, 
of the class usually affected. It seeks 
sons: winged bonds, and so far the bond 

et has failed to give any sign of re- 
viving under such a demand. Observing 
bankers, nevertheless, are still of the 
opinion that, with the crops a little fur- 
ther along toward maturity and the Dem- 
ocratic Convention out of the way, an 
active bond market is well within the 
possibilities. A curious feature of the 
day’s task in the financial district was the 
general expression of pleasure over the 
apparent certainty of Mr. Bryan’s nomi- 
nation at Denver. Stock market litera- 
ture disseminated by brokerage houses 
commented on this situation, expressing 
approval of it for the reason that it 
seemed to remove the last obstacle to Mr. 
Taft's election. There is, of course, such 
a thing as overconfidence, and before the 
campaign is ended Wall Street may suffer 
for it. Reports from other sections of 
the country were so uniformly favorable 
that the presence of excess moisture in 
certain Southwestern districts where har- 
vesting is under way was passed over by 
the Stock Exchange, although on grain 
markets it was taken seriously enough to 


| cause a trifling advance in wheat prices. 


A poor earnings statement was submitted 
by the Atchison for the month of May, 
the figure showing a loss of $1,790,000 
gross and $729,000 net. 

A quotation of 1 per cent. for call money 
is quite in keeping with the position of 
the Clearing House banks as revealed in 
Saturday’s statement, which showed them 
in possession of the greatest surplus re- 
serve held at this time since 1894. A fund 
of nearly $71,000,000 above legal require- 
ments is, however, no particular excuse 
for satisfaction, since it simply reflects 
stagnation in trade. To those who have 
followed the course of the loan item in 
statements since the first of the year 
even the decrease of $8,701,000 from the 
record figure reported on the previous 
Saturday was welcomed. A small engage- 
ment of gold was made, some $300,000, 
for shipment to Germany, and at the same 
time the Bank of France took in London 
all but $500,000 of the $5,000,000 gold ar- 
riving from South Africa.

What Savings Banks Show. 

Among savings banks men the belief 
prevails that never before were the ef- 
fects of a panic so quickly and radically 
eliminated as in the case of the recent 
crisis, but they say that for a few months 
more there is likely to be felt the effect 
For ex- 
ample, the officer of one bank said yes- 
terday that in the case of his institution 
the two or three months pricr to May 
showed an excess of receipts over pay- 
ments, but during the month of May 
there was a substantial loss. The with- 
drawals were well in excess of the de- 
posits. He did not attribute any special 
gignificance to this, but admitted that it 
might represent the pressure of hard 
times, and the fact that some of their 
depositors, many of them perhaps, had 
been reduced in salary or wages or had 
lost their places. ‘‘ It will be interesting 
to watch the figures for the next two or 
three months if business becomes duller 
than it is at present or even if it con- 
tinues as bad as it is now,’ he said.

Discussing Copper Outlook. 


There is nothing very illuminating in the 
copper gossip at the minute, but there is 
a sort of strenuous hopefulness, which is 
inore or less comforting to those who feel 
that ‘the situation must improve. One 
copper man told one of his friends the 
other day that in some respects the cop- 
per situation was good, but that in other 
respects it was bad. He pointed out that 
generally speaking surplus copper had 
been sold and most of the companies 
were relatively clear of stock. If a de- 
mand should develop at the moment, of 
only @ moderate degree, it is his opinion 
that the companies could keep on very 
nicely and their position would not be 
bad. The point, however, which he dis- 
liked was the probability of a continued 
lack of demand, the necessity of mining 
and preparing a certain amount of the 
metal, the burden of carrying that metal 
even in a period of easy money,“and the 
impossibility of determining when a good, 
healthy demand would materialize. This 
man was talking from the point of view 
ef the metal and not the stock market.

Gold exports to the approximate amount 
of $45,000,000 have not attracted any par- 
ticular attention during the period in 
which they have been under way, but the 
total is worth noting, and the possibility | 
that it will be higher before the move- | 
ment is finished inspires some to believe | 
that it may become a factor in the mar-! 
ket. Bankers say that there is not the! 
slightest danger that the export move- 
ment will continue to a point where it 
would be really serious, primarily because 
of the glut of money in evidence here at 
the moment. The total thus far sent! 
abroad is only a part of that imported 
during the panic, but heavy withdrawals 
by the Government, added to the gold ex- 
ports, figure a total which amounts to a 
very respectable figure. The speculative 


crowd, however, pays scant attention to 
the money market at the moment, and 
even those members of Stock Exchange 
houses charged with looking after the 
loans do not seem to find anything alarm- 
ing in the monetary outlook.

~ ORAL BET IS LEGAL 


Counsel for Race Track Say Po- 
lice Action Has _ Injured 
Jockey Club’s Property. 


DECISION IS. RESERVED 


Corporation Counsel Pendleton Says 
Police Can Tell Bookmaking In 
Whatever Guise It Appeare. 


Argument was heard yesterday by Jus- 
tice Blanchard in the Supreme Court on 
the question whether or not he should 
make permanent the temporary injunction 
granted ten days ago restraining the 
police from interfering with visitors at 
the Sheepshead Bay race track. The ob- 
fect of the race-track people is to get a 
ruling allowing the making of oral bets 
at the track. Justice Blanchard asked that 
briefs be submitted, reserving decision.’ 

John B. Stanchfield and De Lancey 
Nicoll appeared for tlt Coney Island 
Jockey Club, and Corpération Counsel 
Pendleton for the’ police. 

The temporary injunction restrained the 
police from “interfering with the lawful 
use by the plaintiff of its premises and 
from committing trespass upon them, and 
from making arrests or otherwise inter- 
fering with individuals upon said premises 
not having committed, or engaged in the 
commission, of any act of crime by the 
Gefendant (Bingham) or his subordinates 
alleged to be a criminal or disorderly 
act.” 

John B. Stanchfield. began by stating 
that the Coney Island Jockey Club had 
conducted a lawful business lawfully and 
would continue to do so, but he declared 
it did object to trespassing by the police 
in such manner as to injure the value of 
/The Jockey Club's property and cut down 
ita income. He said that as the result of 
the new racing law Police Commissioner 
Bingham hed overrun with his men the 
premises of the Sheepshead Bay race 
course. Wherever they saw a group of 
men talking the police would order them 
to move on, and this although there was 
no bookmaking or betting paraphernalia 
in sight. 

The lawyer read a number of affidavits 
telling how the affiants had been ordered 
to move on at the Sheepshead Bay track, 
even though they were not doing a thing 
except talking in low tones, marking 
down notes on pieces of paper, and the 
like. 

What if men do talk together at the 
race track, and arrange oral bets, the 
loser to pay afterward, he inquired. Mr. 
Stanchfield did not believe that this sort 
of oral betting was unlawful, and Justice 
Bischoff had been asked to pass upon the 
matter in the case of Melville Collins, Mr. 
Stanchfield then went on to repeat his 
arguments used the other day before Jus- 
tice Bischoff to prove that oral bets had 
never been unlawful in this State, accord- 
ing to s fig court rulings. 

r. Nicoll said that Commissioner Bing- 
ham had been overzealous. The trespass 
of the police while it had continued had 
cut down the attendance at the track 
more than 100 per cent., he said. 

Corporation Counsel Pendleton said he 
did not propose to touch on the question 
as to whether or not oral betting was 
unlawful. That —— had been argued 
before Justice Bischoff and had not yet 
been decided. 

He quoted from affidavits by Inspect- 
ors Flood and O’Brien and other police 
officials. He said that the police knew 
that these men they had interfered with 
who congregated on the race track and 
talked and wrote down notes, were doing 
a bookmaking business. He told about the 
bomb explosion in Union Square, making 
the int there that if the police had 
8 around holding long-winded argu- 
ments about persona rights several per- 
soms might have been killed. 

If a person were arrested and charged 
with a crime, went on Mr. Pendleton, and 
if the policeman had exceeded his au- 
thority, the injured party has his remedy 
at law in a civil suit. He ridiculed the idea 
that the police had committed any trespass 
upon the race-track property. He asked 
t = _ temporary injunction be dis- 
solved. 


TWO ARRESTS AT SHEEPSHEAD. 


Bingham’s Men Nab Bookmakers’ 
Employes for Taking Bets. 


Dennis Deinstag and James Hickey, em- 
ployes of bookmakers in the field stands, 
Were arrested at the Sheepshead Bay race 
course yesterday, charged with violation 
of the anti-betting law. The arrests were 
made in the field inclosure by detectives 
assigned to duty at the track by Commis- 
sioner Bingham. Hickey, it was charged, 


offered odds and accepted bets, for which 
payment in money was made. In the case 
of Deinstag, the passing of money was 
also charged. The prisoners were taken 
to the Coney Island Police Station and 
admitted to bail. 

The number of policemen in uniform at 
the Sheepshead Bay course was the least 
since the anti-betting law went into ef- 
fect, but a large force of plain-clothes 
men continued on duty, with Inspector 
Flood in charge. The attendance for the 
day fell off somewhat, and it was esti- 
mated that there were hardly 4,000 vis- 
itors at the track. The betting men kept 
within the limits of the orders issued by 
the police, and, except for the two cases 
in the field stand, there was no interfer- 
ence by the police with the movements 
of the: crowds on the lawns and in the 
stands. 

Following the removal of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company's wires and 
operators from the race track, the Coney 
Island Jockey Club pomertey renewed in 
every essential detail the old fight against 
the poolroom correspondents and the send- 
ing out of racing news. The roof of the 
grand stand, which has been a favored 
station for poolroom agents to signal 
from, was closed to the public for the 
afternoon, and the only news that went 
out from the track, so far as the track 
police knew, was in the reports to the 
afternoon newspapers.

Argument was heard yesterday by 
Judge Ward in the United States Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York. on the application of counsel for 
the plaintiff in the action of Stuart Linds- 
ley vs. the Natural Carbonic Gas Com- 
pany, Attornéy General Jackson, James

for a permanent injunction restraining all 
of the defendants, except the Natural 
Carbonic Gas Company, from attempting 
to enforce the act of the Legislature ap- 


proved May 20, 1908, for the protection of 
he mineral waters of the State. 
Ex-Judge Alton B. Parker and State 
Senator Brackett appeared for the plain- 
tiff, and ex-Surrogate Charles C, Lester 
and sudge Nash Rockwood of Saratoga 
for the defendants, who, with the excep- 
tion of the Natural Carbonic Gas Com- 
ny, compose the Citizens’ Committee of 
aratoga. 
After ogy Judge Ward took the 
matter under advisement and briefs of 
counsel on both sides were submitted. 
While Stuart Lindsley appears as the 
plaintiff, he is said to represent the Natu- 
ral Carbonic Gas Company, of which he 
is a stockholder. The men named as de- 
fendants are property holders at Sara- 
toga, and it was greatly through their 
contention that the Natural Carbonic Gas 
Company, by the extraction of the natu- 
ral carbonic acid gas from the waters 
about Saratoga, was damaging Saratoga 
to an irreparable degree, that the State 
Legislature passed a law designed to pro- 
tect the mineral waters of the State by 
prohibiting the gas company from con- 
tinuing its business there.

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SIDE DOORS SOON 
IN SUBWAY CARS 


Utilities Board Expected to Or- 
der Interborough Company 
to Begin Altering Them. 


RELIEF FOR CONGESTION 


Lawyer for the Company Says an Engl- 
neer Lays Claim to a Patent 
on the Doors. 


At a hearing held yesterday before the 
Public Service Commission it was clearly 
intimated that an order will be issued 
before Jong calling on the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company to equip the cars 
in the Subway with side doors, after the 
manner suggested by the commission's 
expert, Bion J. Arnold, some months ago, 

Work on the proposed improvement will 
probably begin within a month, and at 
first about fifty of the Subway cars will 
be changed. It will take, perhaps, two 
years to change the whole equipment, 
but eventually the additional doors will 
cost the company about $1,500,000. 

At the hearing General Manager Frank 
Hedley, for the company, corrected some 
of his previous testimony, and in the 
course of his examination declared that 
the proposed additional doors would not 
relieve the congestion in the Subway, as 
the New York public could not be induced 
to maintain the needed “ circulatory 
movement necessary to the proper use of 
the doors.” 

Albert A. Gardner, counsel for the com- 
pany, made a long argument, advancing 
the familiar objections that it was hard 
for the motormen to stop cars properly 
where there were railings on the station 
platforms, as would be necessary, and 
that the railings themselves would prob- 
ably cause accidents. He added that an 
engineer named Putnam had notified the 
company that he held patent rights for 
the door in question, 

Mr. Gardner also made a point of the 
fact that the additional doors would re- 
duce the seating capactiy of each car 15 
per cent., and that to provide a seat for 
every passenger. would require an addi- 
tional car mileage of 18 per cent. Then 
followed an animated discussion between 
the lawyer and Commissioner Eustis as 
to the congestion that would occur in the 
vestibule. 

“What about the congestion in the 
vestibules?"’ asked Mr. Gardner. “ Peo- 
ple would be striving to get out while 
others were coming in.’’ 

“That's just what happens now—what 
inevitably happens,” said the Commis- 
sioner. ‘‘I believe that New York crowds 
learn quickly if they are only told what 
to do. And the point is, What are you 
doing to provide for the increase of traf- 
fic? No new subways are being built, and 
yet your own figures show an increase of 
20 per cent. in the travel every year. 
There will be an increase of 50 per cent. 
in two or three years. What are you 
doing to provide for it?” 

Mr. Gardner said the Subway was now 
running gat its full capacity in the rush 
hours, but did not say that the company 
was doing anything to provide for the 
increase in traffic. Arthur Du Bois, for 
the commission, made no formal argu- 
ment except to say that the alleged diffi- 
culties as to “ circulation’ of passengers 
might as well apply to the pay-as-you- 
enter cars, the method of operation of 
which the public had readily understood. 


At the end of the hearing Commissioner 
Eustis said the commission did not wish 
to cripple the road by withdrawing too 
many cars from service in order that the 
alterations might be made. It would 
probably take two years to change all the 
850 cars, he said, and a trial of the plan 
woud first be made with a few cars. 

Mr. Arnold estimated the cost of mak- 
ing the alterations at $2,000 for each of 
the 3650 steel cars and $1,500 for each of 
the composite cars, of which there are 
500. This would make the total cost 
$1,450,000, The company’s’ engineers, 
however, say that this figure is too low. 
and that the installation of side doors 
will cost $1,800,000.

FIGHTING PIER FIRES. 


Plans for Better Protection of City’ 
Waterfront Structures. 


As a result of the recent fire which de- 
gtroyed Pier 32, East River, Dock Com- 
missioner Spooner hag been giving much 
consideration to the question of better 
fire protection for piers. The great diffi- 
culty in handling the fire at Pier 32 was 
due to the fact that the flames were all 
underneath the structure, where the fire- 
men could not get at them. 

Commissioner Spooner’s new idea is to 
place six-inch pipes a short distance be- 
low the decking of piers, so perforated 
that when water is forced through them 
at high pressure it will effectively spray 
the whole of the substructure. These 
pipes will extend the whole length of the 
piers, with suitable couplings at both the 


outer and inner ends, so that the water 
may be supplied by either a fire engine or 
a fire boat. The scheme was tried the 
other day on one of the recreation piers, 
and the results are said to have been thor- 
oughly satisfactory. 

Another new kink in dock buildin 
which is to be adopted as the result o 
the recent Hast River fire will be the 
leaving of hatchways—suitably covered, 
of course, under ordinary conditions—but 
through which firemen can get down to 

latforms under the piers and fight a 
ire to some advantage. At Pier 82, sev- 
eral firemen who undertook to go under 
the structure with a line of hose in a 
rowboat not only accomplished nothing, 
but barely escaped with their lives.

Four-year-old Edward O’Donnel! of 319

EXPERTS SAMPLE NAVY PLUG. 

Purchase of 100,000 Pounds for Sallors 
Depends on Report. 


About one hundred sailors and work- 
men in the Brooklyn Navy Yard received 
yesterday a quantity of chewing tobacco 
gratis, which they are expected to. con- 
sume in a week. They are chosen as ex- 
pert ’baccy-chewers, and are expected to 
report on each of the several kinds of the 
weed with which each has been supplied. 
The 100,000 pounds of chewing tobacco 
which Uncle Sam bought for his Jack 
Tars has been exhausted. So a new sup- 
ply must be provided, and twenty or more 
manufacturers have sent samples of chew- 
ing tobacco ‘‘ warranted to please’’ the 
sailors. 

Each of these samples was cut into 
eighteen or twenty little plugs; to which 
numbered tags were attached. At the 
end of the week the men will report 
and their reports will be compared 
with those of the chemists who have test- 
ed the purity of the various hrands. Then 
a special board of officers chosen for the 
tobacco matter will finally select the 
brand of which Uncle Sam is to buy 100,- 
000 pounds, 

The Navy Yard authorities estimate 
that 200,000 pounds, at the present rate of 
consumption, are required annually to 
supply the men afloat. Usually, they say, 
the reports of the expert chewers and the 
chemists have practically agreed on the 
brands to be purchased. 


DEPOSIT FUND LOAN LOSSES. 


Mismanagement Has Cost State Half 
a Million, Says Controller Glynn. 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 29.—State Con 
troller Glynn announced to-day that “an 


investigation of the investments of the} 


United States deposit fund, just completed, 
shows that $60,000 is loaned on mort- 
gages, accepted by Loan Commissioners 
prior to 1907, in defiance of the limitation 
and restrictions provided by law.’’ The 
State finance laws, says the Controller, 
provide that, except in the County of 
New York, no loan of this character shall 
be made in excess of $2,000, and no mort- 
gage shall be taken on land that is not 
worth, exclusive of the buildings there, 
double the amount of the sum loaned. 


Mr. Glynn says also that he has found 
that there are twenty-one mortgages in 
existence that are in violation of these 
restrictions. 

“This condition,” says the Controller, 
“jis additional proof of the inadequacy 
and unreliability of the present system 
of administration of this fund, and empha. 
sizes the necessity of the abolition of the 
office of Loan Commissioner and the in- 
vestment of these moneys under the direct 
supervision of the Controller, as are all 
other funds of the State, 

“The mismanagement of this fund has 
cost the State over $500,000,"’ continues 
the Controller. ‘‘Investment in inade- 
quate securities has compelled the fore- 
closure of mortgages on land that on 
resale has entailed a loss of more than 
200,000, and at the present time the State 

s on hand property thus acquired at 
a cost of $300,000 which if resold would 
result in almost a total loss.’ 

The United States deposit fund was cre- 
ated in 1837, when the United States 
turned over to the various States money 
to be loaned to farmers.

ANOTHER VIEW OF ITS WORK 


Recelver Whitridge of the Third Ave-

Although it asked for $1,095,000 for the 
calander year of 1908, when itisubmitted 
its estimates to the Board of|Hstimate, 
the Public Service Commission, according 
to Chairman William R. Willcox, has not 
{spent anything like that sum duping the 
| first year of its existence, which ends to- 
| morrow. Figures made public yesterday 

from tables just completed indicate that 
the commission will cost very little more 
than the old Rapid Transit Commission, 
although it not only took over the work 
of that body, but of several smaller 
boards as well. 

“It has been called to the attention of 


certain misleading reports have been: pub- 
lished exaggerating the cost of the com- 
mission's work. As a matter of fact, this 
commission has not spent as much money 
during its first year as its predecessors 
in office spent. Those predecessors in- 
cluded the Board of Rapid Transit Rail- 
road Commissioners, the State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, the State Com- 
mission of Gas and Electricity, and the 
State Inspector of Gas Meters. 

‘“*I have at hand only the figures of the 
Rapid Transit Commission, and I note by 
comparison that the cost of the Public 
Service Commission, with all its addi- 
tional work, was only slightly in excess 
of $2,000 of the expenses of the Rapid 
Transit Commission alone for the first 
six months, respectively, of 1907 and 1908. 
The Public Service Commission, which 
came into existence July 1, 1907, has spent 
during the one year of its existence just 
$868,872.98. It is impossible to compare 
this total with the total expenditure of 
the Rapid Transit Commission for its last 
year for the reason that the figures avall- 
oble for the Rapid Transit Commission 
are for the calendar year, while those of 
the Public Service Commission apply to 
the year from July to July. 

“We have comparative figures, how- 
ever, for the first six months of each 
year, and they show that from January 
to July, 1907, the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion spent $460,734.55, while from Janu- 
ary to July, 1908, the Public Service Com- 
mission spent $462,903.81. Apparently the 
Public Service Commission cost $2,160.26 
more than the Rapid Transit Commission 
for a similar period, but this excess is 
more than counterbalanced by the addi- 
tional expense which this commission has 
incurred in prosecuting the work of the
